course, the entire park project. Its 
im m ensity can not be fully realized 
by a passing view. A trip under­ 
ground to the treatm ent works of 
the swimming pool; a survey of 
the showers and their accessories; 
a mental picture of the final appear­ 
ance of the assembly hall, the com­ 
mittee room, and the office is con­ 
vincing that the field house will be 
in use other than 
the swim m ing 
season and is one of the greatest 
investments 
that 
A r l i n g t o n 
Heights has ever made. 


However, it is from the promin- 
ade deck that the visitor gets his 
greatest thrill. 


Easy chairs, colored umbrellas 
and 
the 
ornamental 
railings 
to 
guard against a fall to the ground 
below are not yet in place, but the 
visitor can see a gang of men in 
the big swim m ing pool applying the 
waterproofing, preparatory to fill­ 
ing the tank w'ith water; the com­ 
bination croquet ground-ice skating 
rink 
for 
which 
excavation 
had 
started, stakes that set the bound­ 
ary of the shelter house which will 
be erected between the ice pond 
and the ball diamond; the tennis 
courts and the soft ball diamond 
on the right, 
the shuffle 
board 
courts on the left and in the dis­ 
tance as fine a green law'n as can 
be found in any park. 
Where there is today a pile of 
dirt, near the center of the park, it 
is the plan of the park board to 
erect a 
hand shell, from 
which 
summer concerts can 
be given. 
There is probably not a stranger 
entertained in Arlington, but whom 
receives a passing vitAv of that 
park. Completed, it w ill be ihe fin­ 
est recreation plant of any suburb 
of less than 15,000 population west, 
northwest or north of Chicago. 
Arlington H eights citizens have 
reason to be more than proud of 
what their park board with the aid 
of the tax payers dollars, is giving 
to the community. 
Sufficient water Iws been taken 
from the city mains to test the 
filtration plant. 
It ip in perfect 
condition and capable o f filtering 
a thousand gallons of water a min­ 
ute. The swim m ing tank will hob! 
a half million gallons of water. 
Large pumps and four tanks of 
5,OOO gallons capacity change the 
water at an inconceivable speed. 


The very latest equipment has 
been installed and the best there is 
is none too good for Arlington 
H eights swim m ers. 


Safety 
and economy are two 
guiding policies of the park district 
in all installation. 
When a boy 
steps under a shower and presses 
a button, exactly five gallons of 
water will be showered over him 
when it will autom atically shut off. 
It will be im possible for swim m ers 
to enter the pool without passing 
through treated water. 


The diving beards and life guard 
stations are in position. The locker 
rooms are nearly ready. Some of 
the walls will not be painted but 
double shifts of workmen are doing 
their best to get the pool ready 
for the swim m ers as soon as pos­ 
sible.

The gasoline “bargains” available to Chicago m otor­ 
ists because of the filling station price w ar not only are not 
bargains, but, in many instances, are a gyp, it developed 
today. 


Wholesale substitutions of the rankest kind of gaso­ 
line, and dilutions of gasoline with nontaxable kerosene and 
fuel oil, are being practiced, authorities declared.

Frank Iganser. chief inspector of 
w eights and m easures for the city, 
and C. E. Ragen, president of the 
Gasoline 
Retailers 
Association, 
both agreed on this. 


U nfortunately, declared Lanser, 
there is not much the city sealer’s 
office can do in the situation, as 
the law' restricts its activities to 
short w eight detection and prosecu­ 
tion. He said the only approach to 
the problem that he could think of 
would be com plicated, and would 
require prosecution by the state’s 
attorney’s 
office 
for 
obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 


I^anser cited an instance in which 
two of his inspectors pulled into a 
station and ordered five gallons of 
ethyl gas, for which they were 
charged $1.12. 
They soon deter­ 
mined that the “ethyl” was the 
lowest grade gas, which the sta­ 
tion was offering for 7S cent-. They 
rem onstrated with 
the operator, 
who then admitted that he, as well 
as countless others, was practicing 
this dodge to imive themselves from 
extinction in the price war. 


la n se r declared that at the m o­ 
ment it was “pretty hard to get 
any regular gas.” 


Gasoline whose gravity and oc­ 
tane ratings make it low grade 
has been selling for the last year 
at seven to eight gallons for $1. 
Since the price war (affecting only 
standard 
grades) 
the 
standard 
brands have been cut generally to 
an average of six gallons for $1. 
But where stations are substituting 
this cheap gas. the consumer is 
getting a poorer deal than ?f he 
ordered
